Loss of Jeep - 


1. The case concerned is similar to the maul- in se 
cases of Tort law, namely, ESD 44, Daily Bulletins of June 
3 and 4, 1947, imposed a duty of special care by specifying 
areas of parking and manner of locking. 

2. The Survey Board apparently felt that the duty was 
absolute, and that disregard of that duty established negli- 
gence per se. 

3 . The problem appears to involve reduction of damages 
set by the Board, suggested by excellent evaluation of employee 
for future operational projects. Orthodox administrative pro- 
cedures versus practical necessity. 

4. Suggest, : 

a. Submission to Director for forgiveness of 
balance due, or 

b. Submission to Board for reconsideration of 
damages in light of new evidence. 

Everyone is in accord that subject was in culpable error.
